Mr. ANDREWS, Judiciary — made a report in 
writing on certain memorials in relation to the 
payment of interest on the bonds of the city of 
Maysville, the said city having failed and refused 
to pay the interest; the reports was ordered to be 
printed and placed in the orders of the day, to be 
considered on next Monday at 11, o’clock. 

Same — a bill to amend the charter of the city 
of Newport: passed. 

Mr. RIPLEY, Judiciary — a bill to charter the 
Louisville marine insurance company: passed. 

Same — a bill to charter the American insu- 
rance company: before action on this bill the 
hour arrived for the 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR 11 o’CLOCK. 

A bill to repeal the “Normal school bill” was 
ordered to be lead a third time at this hour. 

Mr. SUDDUTH offered a substitute for the 
bill — in substance thatin lieu of the $12,000, out 
of the school fund appropriated to this school, 
that the surplus paid by Fayette and Bourbon 
counticeycvVir the amount drawn out for school 
purposes, be appropriated to this school. 

Mr. aUDDUTH i^vocdted his amendment. 

Mr. SILVERTO’OTH imposed the amend- 
ment.

Remarks of Mr. WINFREY, on a bill to es 
tablish a conventional rate of interest. 

Mr. WINFREY said: 

Mr. SpEAEF-R, The bill now before the house 
to establish a conventional rate of interest is one 
of more than ordinary magnitude and, therefore, 
deserves the calm and dispassionate consid- 
eration of every member on this floor. — 
Its object, sir, is to uproot and destroy, an 
old and, I might addta salutary principle of law, 
established by the sages of our commonwealth, 
devised by them for t.ur best interest; and in con 
firmation of itsjiisticc and correctness, it has re 
ceived the approbation of Kentucky’s wisest and 
best citizens for more than a half century And 
before tliis legislature attempts its destruction and 
the establishment of the bill now before the house, 
we should weigh the consequences of its repeal 
with that wisdom and scrutinizing care that its 
importance demands. Sir. a law under which we 
have lived and prospered for a half century 
should not be repealed until its defectiveness is 
clearly pointed out and the evil intended to be 
removed be satisfactorily demonstrated. This I 
apprehend cannot be done in tlie present instance. 
Money in the coffers of its holders does not, nor 
can it, increase, and therefore to its owner it is a 
dead capital until put into circulation. Only two 
reasons can be given why money should draw in- 
terest: first, there is some risk of its loss; second, 
he is deprived of its use. 

The risk of its loss, if judiciously loaned, could 
not exceed two per cent, and the pleasure of hav- 
ing it at tlie owner’s control and within his grasp 
would not be worth over four per cent. 

Mr Speaker, I offer another and in ray humble 
conception a very powerful reason, whv this bill 
should not pass. It would affect the entire in- 
debtedness of our State contracted before the 
passage of this bill, when the law allowed the 
creditor to exact only six per cent., and while the 
unfortunate debtor could not be forced or expec^p 
ed to pay over x' /t amount — contracted, sir, upon 
the faith of th^ L^tinuation of the present law, 
and but for such faith tliousands of debts now 
owing never would have been created. You will 
increase their burden at the tune of four tentlis 
and thus crush to the earth, many who but for 
this additional burden would have recovered from 
their embarrassment. Pass this bill and within 
less than twenty days from its passage over one 
half of the debtors of our State will receive a po 
lite note that their debt must be paid or the note 
renewed with the beautiful clause inserted there- 
in, this note bv agreement of parties bears ten 
per cent, until paid; in this unfortunate predica- 
ment the debtor will be inevitably placed. A large 
portion of the indebtedness of our State is upon 
contracts for realty, purchased, sir, upon the failii 
of getting some indulgence and realizing frem 
the products of the laud the greater part of Lie 
purchase money ; add ten per cent, on their in- 
debtedness, and one-tenth of tlie land so pir- 
chased, would be sold by the Sheriff to pay the 
interest thus forced upon them indirectly by this 
legislature. These Mr Speaker, are some of 
the legitimate consequences that will follow its 
passage, and above all I am sustained by holy 
writ in my opposition to the usurer and extor- 
tioner. I know not, nor do I care how a 
majority of my constituents stand upon this bill, 

I was sent here without instruction and untram- 
meled that I might weigh, analyze, digest and 
properly appreciate the importance of every bill 
introduced in this house and act accordingly. — 
Mr . Speaker, it has been the policy of every well 
organized government, to protect the weak against 
the strong, for the simple reason that the strong 
can protect themselves, the weak will need our 
assistance. Who, sir, will we foster and build up 
by the passage of this law? the money holders. 
VVhile the poorer class who have gone in debt to 
procure a small farm upon which to rear their 
family, will be crushed down and kept in pover 
ty, his best interests and highest hopes blasUd 
forever, the energies crippled and the arm of in* 
dustry unnerved. 

No sooner than you legalize ten per cent, then fif 
t*cn will be demanded, it is imposible to satiate 
hope the bill will 
'.lie best interest of 
'.se no longer.

To the Editor of the Union: In the New York 
Tribune of the 4th January, a correspondent 
from this place, in noticing my arrival, uses this 
language: “Stringfellow, of Kansas notoriety, 
arrived here last night. He denounces the Le 
compton Constitution as an imposition. It is 
too gross an outrage even for him.” 

I am not vain enough to presume that my 
opinions will bare any effect in settling this vex- 
ed Kansas question. Still I am unwilling to bare 
them misrepresented. I will state what I bare said 
on this subject. When I arrived in Washington, 
on the 25th December last, directly from Kansas, 1 
found a division in the Democratic party here on 
that part of the President’s message relative to 
Kansas matters. I stated then that, although 
there was no violation of principle in not refer- 
ring the whole constitution to the people for a 
direct vote, it would have been wiser to have 
submitted it, as there was an understanding 
amongst the people that such would be the case, 
and all parties would have been s.atisfied; that 
the South at best could only obtain a mere empty 
and temporary triumph, the question having al- 
ready been settled against tliem by emigration, 
the only way in whioh that settlement could per- 
manently be effected. 

1 In a few days after ray arrival, it was announc- 
|«d llMt acting Guvernov' StanVm had convened 
I the Territorial Legislature in extra session, a 
course he had undoubted authority to pursue, 
however much the policy may be doubted. The 
representatives of the people, elected by 13,000 
votes, 9,000 of whom voted for Mr. Parrot for 
Congress, as being opposed to any constitution 
from the Lecompton Convention, passed a bill 
providing for the submission of the constitution 
to the people for a negative vote, thus affording 
the only opportunity they could have of express 
ing their objection to that instrument, or of be 
ing admitted into the Union under it. I have 
said that, should the Democratic members from 
the free States, urged on by the South, and for no 
practical good to the South, lug Kansas into the 
Union against the remonstrance of two-thirds of 
the people, that remonstrance expressed in the only 
legal way they could express it, namely, by a vote 
of the people under the act of tlie LegisUture, 
with all the penalties for fraudulent rating that 
could be provided by law, that in such eveut the 
Democratic party would of necessity, be broken 
down at the North, the peace and interests of 
-Missouri aud Kansas, if not the whole Union, 
seriously endangered, and by no sort of contin- 
gency could the interests of the South in Kansas 
be advanced. So Delieving, I have urged that if 
the people of Kansas, by their vote on Monday 
last, did, by a large majority, decide against the 
constitution, that Congress, and especially south 
ern members, should, in answer to the petition of 
the people thus expressed, reject the application 
for admission, and at once pass an act for the for 
mation of a new constitution upon terms similar 
to those proposed by the “Toombs bill” of 1856.

Deplorable Condition of the National 
Treasury. — The Washington Correspondent of 
New York Tribune, says: 

Looking at the weekly statement of the Treas- 
ury, even through official spectacles, it is discour- 
aging enough, but when examined by scrutiniz- 
ing eyes, it becomes positively deplorable. It is 
stated that the balance in the Treasury, subject 
to draft, is $5,014,705 75. This is nominally 
true, but practically false, because nearly two 
millions are in the Mints and Assay Office, and 
not applicable to any drawing demand of the 
Secretary. The actual amount liable to draft is 
but $3,290,158 29, against which there are out- 
standing drafts not paid of $'2,093,887 19, leav- 
ing a net balance of $1,196,271 10, in all parts 
of the United States. 'Hiese figures cannot be 
controverted or disputed, because they represent 
inexorable facts. They servo to show, in part, 
why it is that poor mechanics employed at the 
New York Navy Yard, and elsewhere, have not 
been paid for their hard labor, while provision 
could be made for officeholders here, who might 
belter have afforded to wait. 

But this is not all. The receipts into the Treas- 
ury for the past week, from ail sources, only reach- 
ed the beggarly sum of $326,565 88, which, at 
the same rate, would not yield more than seven 
teen millions a year, from customs, lands, and 
miscellaneous sources, or four millions less than 
the first quarter, which ended on the 30th Septem- 
ber. And yet, while the public faith is thus dis- 
credited even to laboring men who toil for their 
daily bread, politicians harangue Congress by the 
week, over filiibusters and “niggers,” without 
once considering their duty toward these urgent 
material interests.

In a few minutes 
the voting went on. All the counties were call- 
ed finally, and in a silence that seemed ominous 
of a storm, the result was announced. 

Mr. VV'allacc arose with a Douglas resolution 
in his hand. And then arose a yell that bafflts 
all description. A myriad of hungry tigers and 
scared dogs would have been no more beside it 
than a “pig’s whisper” to the storming of Sabss- 
topol. A rolling fire of yells for Wallace wis 
kept up for fully fifteen minutes, during which 
Wallace mounted a table, and — did no more. — 



The Earthquake at Naple.s 
The following particulars relative to the late 
earthquake in the kingdom of Naples have been 
received: 

Two smart shocks were experienced at Naples 
on the night of the 15th instant. The first at ten 
minutes past ten, which lasted fire seconds; the 
second two minutes afterwards, which lasted 
twenty-five seconds. The latter shock caused 
the two clocks of ihc Royal Observatory to stop

At I’adula one hunareo houses 
bad been overthrown, but the number of deaths 
is not known. At Pola the disaster is immense, 
tnd the victims numerous, particularly among 
ihc Gendarmerie. At Auletta, Petresa and Cag- 
giano, several persons were killed, and many 
houses destroyed. At Salerne several buildings 
were damaged, and particularly two churches, the 
bouse of the Governor, the barracks, and a 
church steeple, which fell in the suburbs. The 
Kiog, on hearing of the disaster, ordered his 
ministers to spare no expense in affording relief 
to the sufferers. 

Naples (Dec, 19) Correspoudeuce of the Loadoo Times. 

iVe are just recovering from a fright occasion 
ed by several awful shocks of an earthquake on 
the night of the 16th. They were undulating and 
laited several seconds, but were so violent ns 
to cause the bells to ring, and the walls of every 
hiuse to swing backwards and forwards visibly. 
.Many thousands of persons passed the night in the 
skeets, and many in their carriages, the horses 
o:' which were taken out. From 11 o’clock till 
near 2 o’clock in the morning, I walked through 
tie crowded streets, where every indication of 
f;ar existed. Fires were lighted at almost every 
lundred yards, and hundreds of people were 
Rouped around them. As a spectacle it was 
Dost remarkable, but the fear of tho inhabitants 
vas very great, and it is not easy to forget the 
’iolent causes which gave rise to it. No one re- 
members such severe shocks. 

Many houses in Naples — in fact, almost every 
one, says an informant — have received some 
slight injury, and it is scarcely to be wondered at

The Utah E-\pedition* — The following orders 
will be issued from the bead quarters of the arny 
on Monday, directing the movements of the 
troops destined to reinforce the troops now ea- 
route for Utah: 

1 . The army of Utah will be reinforced as soon 
as practicable by the first regiment of infantry, 
and light companies A and M second artillery. 

2. Forts Smith, Washita, Arbuckle, aud Bel 
knap, will be abandoned for the present, and all 
the troops comprising their garrison, except the 
ordnance sergeants, will at the earliest possible 
day proceed to Jefferson Barracks. 

3. The fourth regiment of artillery now in Kan 
sas, will take post as follows: Headquarters, with 
two companies, at Fort Riley; the Lieutenant 
Colonel, with four companies, at Fort Laramie; 
the Junior Major, with two companies, at Fort 
Kearney, and two companies at Fort Leavenworth ; 
the companies in each case to be designated by 
the Colonel. This regiment will be put in march 
for its several stations by the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Department of the West as early as 
practicable.

immense, aud a brigade of gendarmes, among 
numbers of others, bad been destroyed; in Aulet- 
ta, Petrosa and Caggiano, many others were kill 
ed, and great destruction of property took place 
in Salerno a great number of houses, including 
the palace of the Intendenza and the quarters of 
the gendramerie were severely affected, while the 
belfry and the Church of Saldina gave way, oc- 
casioning the death of two women. Similar ac- 
cidents occurred in Campagna, and near home, 
all round Naples, giving rise to the greatest anxi- 
ety and apprehension.

For the Commonwealth. 

I have perused with amazement in this morn- 
ing’s Yeoman, an article on conventional inter 
est over the signature of “Johnson.” “Johnson” 
takes the position occupied by kings, aristocrats, 
bankers, and the Supporters of arbitrary irrespon- 
sible power in all ages, “that money possesses no 
intrinsic value of itself, but is simply the repre- 
sentative of properly, adopted for the purpose 
of convenience.” 'This is the quintessence of 
anti Democratic doctrine on currency, opposed 
by Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, Jackson, and 
Buchanan. I had supposed from the paper in 
which this article appeared, and the signature, 
that its writer was a Democrat But as he op- 
poses the leading principle of the Democratic 
party on which they have bravely battled against 
banks, paper money, and making anything but 
gold and silver, articles of intrinsic value, a ten 
der in payment of debt, I am forced to the 
conclusion that he is either no Democrat or is 
utterly ignorant of Democratic doctrine. Let 
me ask him, and I hope ho will answer, why 
were gold and silver selected in preference of all 
other productions or substances on which to im 
pose the function of representation of all other 
property? For what reasons were they made the 
national currency? Why was not leather, wood^ 
or paper, adopted by the framers of the Costitu 
tion? 

If for “convenience,” paper would have been 
better, occupying less space, lighter — transmis-

head, then called Federalists, agreed with Jeffer- 
son and .Madison in the great basic idea of cur- 
rency, that nothing but property of intrinsic value 
should be made the representative of all prop- 
erty. Hence, gold and silver were made “money,” 
the medium of exchange. The strongest advo- 
cates for banks have never contended for any 
sort of banka whose paper should not be conver- 
tible into gold and silver. And the Democrats 
have opposed them so far as the currency ques. 
tion is involved, on the ground that bank notes 
would not bo always, (as they ought to be,) con- 
vertible into the real stuff, gold and silver.

The annual meeting of this Society wai held 
at the Court-House in Frankfort, in accordance 
with the charter, on Wednesday, January 13th, 

I85t?. 

President Clay took the chair and called the 
meeting to order, and made an address setting 
forth the objects of the meeting, and giving a 
brief account of the proceedings of the Society 
during the past year, and impressing on the meet- 
ing the importance of selecting able, active, in 
dustrious and intelligent gentlemen to fill the 
offices of the Society, from all the different sec- 
tions of the State They should feel (he re 
marked) a deep and abiding interest in the cause 
of agricultural improvement, and should be will- 
ing to receive that for their compensation, as, 
with two exceptions, that is all the compensation 
which they receive. 

The President asked to be discharged, in future, 
from the arduous labors which he has hitherto 
performed as the President of the Society, by the 
election of some other of the numerous gen- 
tlemen who are so competent to discharge the 
duties of the office.

The Amin Bev Fraud. — A jjf^te letter from 
Constantinople makes statements respecting the 
United States officials near the Ottoman Porte, 
which demand, and, we doubt uot, will receive a 
through investigation at the State Department: 

One charge is that a person who was then, and 
still is, a salaried officer of this Government, was 
the agent of the "Amin Bey fraud." This dis 
graceful affair was rather hushed up; but many 
will doubtless remember that an ordinary teacher 
in the Turkish naval school was brought over 
here by an attache of the United States legation 
at Constantinople, and Palmed off on the United 
States as the envoy of the Sultan. 

Mr. Webster, then Secretary of State, was 
duped into asking $10,000 of Congress for the 
support of the spurious envoy while in this couti- 
try, and on this money the itinerant school-mas 
ter and bis showman made quite a figure, and 
were received with all the honors in many of the 
leading cities. 

Secretary Webster was not a little mortified 
at baring yielded so easily to this imposition; but, 
for some rea.son or other, be overlooked the fault, 
retained in office the culprit who had devised and 
carried it out at the expense of the country. 

Mr. Marsh, our then minister at Constantino- 
ple, lent bis aid to smooth over the affair with 
the Sultan, who, says our correspondent, “was 
surprised and incensed, not less at the impru 
deuce of Amin and bis confederate, than at the 
strange anxiety of the United States minister to 
stifle public explanations.” .Mr. Webster may 
have been ashamed of being so easily duped; but 
that would not excuse his retaining in office the 
partner and prime mover in the trick. 

Our friend suggests the possibility of some 
connection between the extreme indulgence of 
our minister at Constantinople, in shielding and 
whitewashing his subordinate, and the prepara 
tion of his own claim for $28,001) for extra servi 
ces, which met with such favor in the late Black 
Republican Congress. 

A call for documents and information on the 
various cases in which it is alleged the United 
States ministers at Constantinople have refused 
or entirely neglected to protect our citizens, would 
probably reveal some very curious sins of omis 
sion and commission in that quarter. An official 
inquiry into what the United States legation in 
Turkey has done, and not done, for last ten years, 
would, if truly rendered, give us the raciest com 
edy of diplomacy over set up by American typo 
[WosA. States.
